Trees  per  car  load,  when  loaded  in  bulk  in  box  cars,  no  additional  charge  for  loading 
and  packing  in  car.  When  flat  cars  are  used  and  boarded  up  we  charge  for  additional 
labor,  lumber  and  material  used. 

Shipping.— We  usually  commence  shipping  in  the  Spring  about  March  10th. 

We  prefer  parties  ordering  should  indicate  the  route  by  which  they  wish  stock  sent. 
In  the  absence  of  particular  directions,  we  forward  to  the  best  of  our  judgment;  but  in 
no  case  do  we  assume  any  responsibility  after  consignment  to  purchaser,  unless  for  our 
own  mistakes.  When  losses  occur  by  detention  en  route,  claims  should  be  made  on  the 
carriers  immediately. 

It  is  our  custom,  when  sufficieLt  time  is  given,  to  obtain  through  Freight  or  Express
